Dear Block Chairman: 


You and your block branch can help strengthen the work of 
the Clinton Hill Neighborhood Council in sevefal particular 
respects right now. 


(1) As you know from the Neighborhood News, the Fifth Annual 
Spring Conference of the inton Hill Neighborhood Council will 


be held on Sunday, May 15th from 2330 to 6:00 at Clinton Place 
Junior High School. Mr. Roland Sawyer, housing consultant for 
the United Steelworkers of America, and a nationally prominent 
leader in the fight against urban blight and against discrimina- 
tion in housing, will be the keynote speaker. Our own Bill 
Payne, Violations Sub-Committee Chairman of the Housing and 
Zoning Committee, will be the conference chairman. 

(a) Would you have every member of your block branch fill 
out the conference questionnaire at your next branch meeting? 
If those who are absent can be personally contacted, so that. 
as many questionnaires as possible could be completed in the 
next few days, it would be helpful. If your branch meets during ` 
this coming week, we would like to have the questionnaires re~’ 
turned to the Winters, 26 Shanley Avenue or to’ Mr. Louis Pitts, 
267 Chadwick Avenue by Sunday afternoon, May 1, since the con= 
ference planning committee will meet that evening and needs 
this information in meking plans. 


(2) The third issue of the Neighborhood News should now have 

been received by all members of your branch. To get out 10,000 
copies of this 8-page paper which cost over $400 was a huge job. 
Advertising paid the large part of this cost, however, at the 

last minute certain merchants who had been committed to adver 
tisements dropped out and we were left with a deficit of $50. 

To meet this deficit and to provide "an emergency fund" as pro- 
tection in the future, we are asking each block branch if it 

would be willing to contribute from its treasury a small amount 
(perhaps $5 or $10) toward such a "deficit cushion fund". This 

is purely voluntary. Gould you consider this matter at your next 
meeting, and inform Mr. Louis Pitts, 267 Chadwick Avenue (Ta 4-1563) 
or Rev. Kim Jefferson, 41 Seymour Avenue (Ta 4-2784) as to what áe“ 
cision was made. We need some of this money next week, if possible.
